$6Mi billion pile of farm surpluses. 
Corn, barley, 
oats 
and 
rye 
from government stocks will be 
offered for the time being to pri­ 
vate exporters at prices ranging 
from IO to 15 cents a bushel be­ 
low domestic market prices. 
These discounts are designed to 
enable exporters to compete with 
grain being sold by other coun­ 
tries. 
The Agriculture Department, in 
announcing this program, placed 
no limitations on countries to which 
the grain could 
be 
sold. 
This 
would include nations under com­ 
munism. 
The department previously had 
placed wheat, butter, cheese, dried 
milk, grain srghums, 
cottonseed

“ For years I have been putting 
away dough so that my wife and 
I could take a trip around the 
world when I retire 
But lately 
I’ve been thinking what a nuis­ 
ance it wpuld be going through 
European museums gawking at 
pictures I don’t like being ex­ 
plained to me by a guide who 
ll learned his English by reading 
old copies of the National Geo­ 
graphic. 
“ Work has always 
been 
the 
real hobby of sensible men. The 
closer I get to retirem ent the 
less my daily routine looks like a 
rut, and the more it looks like a 
friendly bomb shelter. 
I 
even 
hate to tear the page off 
my 
desk calendar anymore. It de­ 
presses me.”

This man, it seems to me. has 
made the mistake of many men 
who plar for retirem ent by post­ 
poning small present pleasures 
in order to achieve some greater 
and more expensive luxury in the 
distant future. 
My modified pay-as-you-go re­ 
tirement program simply calls 
for a reversal of these tactics 
Instead 
of 
squirreling 
away 
dough so you can see Africa from 
0 a wheel chair at 66, you take a 


coach plane to Florida while you 
are still young enough to enjoy 
a swim and a sunburn. After all, 
you can always see lions at the 
zoo*. 
The thing to do is to achieve as 
large a fragment of your dream 
as you can while you are young 
and active, before your dream s 
turn into wistful regrets.

But every

retirement 
program requires that you post­ 
pone something. My plan is very 
sound on this point. But instead 
of postponing your pleasures, you

THE MAN OF GOD SPEAKS BOLDLY AGAINST WAR 
Churches 


Scripture—i Kings 22:1-40, 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
IF IN A GROUP of people one 
man voted against a proposition 
of which 400 approved, we might 
be tempted to think that the one 
dissenting voice was that of a 
crank or chronic fault finder. We 
m ight be right in thinking so, 
and then again e v e n t s might 
prove that he was right and the 
4OO wrong. It is easy to vote with 
the majority, without thinking 
seriously of the consequences of 
the action to be taken. 
In our l e s s o n one man did 
stand bravely forth and opposed 
the wishes of his king and the 
acceptance of such wish by 400 
thoughtless and subservient men 
whose o n l y aspiration was to 
please this powerful king, regard­ 
less of circumstances. 
The events of the lesson took 
place over IOO years after the 
division of the kingdom. Ahab 
reigned over Israel and Jehosha- 
phat over Judah. Jehoshaphat 
went to pay a visit to Ahab. Now 
there had been peace between the 
kingdoms of Syria and Israel for 
three years, but the Syrians were 
threatening Israel, and had indeed 
taken 
the 
city 
Ramoth-Gilead 
(thought now to have been the 
present Mizpah). 
A h a b asked 
Jehoshaphat to join with him in 
a. war against Syria to try to re­ 
capture the town. 
Jehoshaphat replied: "I am as 
^thou art, my people as thy people, 


the hand of the king.'* 
Ahab was c l e v e r enough to 
realize t h a t Micaiah was not 
speaking the truth, and said to 
him: “Now many times shall I 
adjure thee that thou tell me 
nothing but that which is true in 
the name of the Lord?" 
Then Micaiah s p o k e as the 
Lord had told him: '‘I saw all 
Israel scattered upon the hills, as 
sheep that have not a shepherd, 
and the Lord said, These have 
no m aster; let them return every 
man to his house in peace." 
Ahab turned to Jehoshaphat, 
saying, "Did I not tell thee that 
he would prophesy no good con­ 
cerning me, but evil?" 
Then Micaiah t o l d the king? 
that he had had a vision of God 
and that the Lord had asked who 
should persuade Ahab to go to 
w ar with Syria to his destruction, 
and a spirit stood forth and said 
he would, and it was this spirit 
who had put false words into the 
mouths of these false prophets. 
For t h e s e words Ahab had 
Micaiah put into prison "until I 
come in peace.” But Micaiah re­ 
plied, "If thou return at all in 
peace, the Lord hath not spoken 
by me." 
Ahab, however, was r e a l l y 
frightened by Micaiah's words, so 
much so that he went into battle 
disguised, leaving Jehoshaphat to 
wear the kingly robes. Ahab was 
hoping, no doubt that the Syrians

Jehoshaphat was not satisfied. 
Ile seems to have suspected that 
these 400 men were not t r u e 
prophets of Jehovah, but mere 
hangers-on at the c o u r t who 
wanted to give Ahab anything 
the king desired. So Jehoshaphat 
aaid: "Is there not here a prophet 
of the Lord besides, t h a t we 
might enquire of him ?" 
Ahab admitted that there was 
©uch a man and his name was 
Micaiah, but he hated him for he 
never prophesied any good for the 
king. However, he sent for Micai­ 
ah, and the two kings sat each 
on his throne, and we imagine 
the 400 false prophets stood about 
to see what Micaiah had to say, 
and the prophet came b e f o r e 
them. Micaiah had told the mes­ 
senger sent for him, "As the Lord 
liveth, what the Lord saith to me 
that will I speak." 
Ahab asked, "Micaiah, shall we 
» go against R am o th -G ilead to 
battle, or shall we f o r b e a r ? " 
Micaiah said, "Go, and prosper; 
for the Lord shall deliver it into 


would t h i n k Jehoshaphat was 
king of Israel and that he would 
escape unrecognized. 
However, the Syrian king told 
his men to fight only with the 
king of Israel. 
The soldiers pursued Jehosha­ 
phat at first, thinking he was 
King Ahab, but when they were 
told he was not the king of Israel 
they ceased to follow him. 
A certain man (name unkown) 
drew a bow at a venture, and 
smote Ahab the king between the 
joints of his harness, and the king 
told his chariot driver to carry 
him out of the host for he was 
wounded. 
They propped the king up in 
his chariot that he might look as 
if he were alive. The battle in­ 
creased and Ahab died in the eve­ 
ning and his blood covered the 
c h a r i o t . A proclamation was 
heard throughout the multitude 
when the sun went down, saying, 
"Every man to his city, and every 
man to his country." 
So King Ahab died and was 
b u r i e d in Samaria, and o n e 
washed his chariot at a pool and 
horrible to relate, the wild dogs 
licked up his blood. So died ig- 
nominously the wicked king of 
Israel who was unfaithful to God, 
to his neighbor and to his people, 
who would not listen to the words 
of the prophet of God.

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TOO BIG 
PROPOSALS TO form states from large 
metropolitan areas of this country must 
have strong appeal for state officials who 
are constantly besieged by pressure groups 
and politicians to com e to the aid of the big 
towns. 
At the m om ent New York City is strug­ 
gling with a proposed budget of $1.6 billion 
which is an increase of $100 million over the 
previous year. School teachers and city em ­ 
ployes say this budget is too parsimonious. 
Teachers have been offered a raise of $450 
and other em ployes boosts of from $150 to 
$250. All belong to unions, and their spokes­ 
men declare they will strike unless they 
are given increases of from $500 to $1,000. 
To get more money the city proposes to 
put a three per cent levy on earnings of 
agents, brokers and other businesses in 
which no tangible commodity is sold. This 
would bring in an estim ated $30 million a 
year. Officials*of the New York Stock Ex­ 
change and other institutions which would 
be subject to this new7 tax have been con­ 
ferring with New Jersey officials on the 
possibility of moving to that state. 
There is much evidence that when a city 
m oves into the multi-million population 
class it becom es too unwieldy for efficient 
m anagem ent. A city-state such 
as New 
York City might becom e so rotted by cor­ 
ruption that it would fall of its own weight. 
At present the state authorities have som e 
control over the boodlers. But give them 
absolute power and they might be tempted 
to steal everything, leaving nothing for fi­ 
nancing public services. 


BACK TO TH E FARM 
TENDENCY OF YOUNG people to leave 
the farms and m igrate to the cities 
has 
long caused concern to students of the na­ 
tional economy. Ever since World War I 
this digression has been increasing, in 
spite of the best efforts of 4-H Club leaders 
and activities of Future Farm ers of A m er­ 
ica. 
Has this trend now been halted? R. L. 
Throckmorton, former dean of agriculture 
at K ansas State College, sponsored an ad­ 
vertisem ent in several national publica­ 
tions last Decem ber, which asked the ques­ 
tion: “ Should your child be a farm er” 
The response has been tremendous. Hun­ 
dreds of letters from all sections of t h e 
country have been received. These cam e 
from parents, high school students, teach­ 
ers, agricultural leaders and rural edu­ 
cators, asking reprints of the advertise­ 
m ent, and showing a great interest in keep­ 
ing youth on the farm. 
Throckmorton points to figures w h i c h 
show that the percentage of the population 
engaged in farming has declined to 15 per 
cent of the total. A f a r m i n g career, 
Throckmorton declares, provides “a l i f e 
that calls upon man for intelligence, sweat 
and com passion, and rewards him with se­ 
curity, satisfaction and spiritual p eace.” 
That description sounds alm ost utopian. 


Herbert Brownell, Jr., Attorney General 


of the United States, speaks the sam e lan­ 


guage as the Chairmen of the three Con­ 


gressional com m ittees that are charged 
; with investigating Communists and other 
subversives: 
“We know7 that one of the major objec- 
I lives of the Communist Party has been to 
infiltrate our Government. We have no in­ 
tention of letting this happen.” 
That is precisely what Senator Joe Mc­ 
Carthy has been saying. Why then is there 
so much conflict among the Republicans? 
Why is it impossible for them to cooperate 
on a com m on objective? 
The a n s w e r 
seem s to be that the generation of R ep ub -1 
beans who have come into office since 1932 
have little understanding of the com pro­ 
mises, the give-and-take characteristic *of 
free institutions. The peculiarities of the 
American Government with three balanc- 
! ed branches can be foreign to those who 
have built their careers in other political 
media than the Federal Government. 
I 
Brownell said in his speech of April 9: j 
“The history of how the Communist un­ 
derground infiltrated our National Govern­ 
ment, with the disastrous loss of atom ic in­ 
formation and other defense data, is now 
familiar to all Americans. E a r l i e r at­ 
tempts to prevent this failed, partly be-1 
I cause they were based on the belief that 
our Government could stop the loss of Gov­ 
ernment secrets to foreign agents merely 
(be?) 
rem oving 
those Government e m - j 
ployees who were found to be disloyal to 
the United States. . 
This again is precisely what Senators 
McCarthy, McCarran, Jenner and other 
anti-Communists have been s a y i n g for 
many years. Coming from the Attorney 
General of the United States, it is a con­ 
firmation of their position, nam ely, that 
the G overnm ent has been infiltrated, that 
there has been espionage, that there was 
and is a pattern of association that re- J 
quires study and investigation. Brownell 
goes further: 
. .But we found by studying Commu­ 
nist infiltration into free governm ents that 
the Com m unists do not I'ely solely on p e r -1 
I sons who are disloyal and those who are 
avowed m em bers of the Communist Par- 
| ty to steal governm ent secrets. In addition 
to espionage agents they cleverly use first, 
people who are indoctrinated with Commu­ 
nist ideology in som e ‘front’ organization 
and who do not realize the full meaning of 
the Communist international conspiracy.” 
Having said this, the ^ su m p tio n would 
be that men belonging to the sam e party j 
: and holding identical views and aim ing at 
the sam e goals would join forces to achieve 
a common purpose. This has not happened 
because of a theory of governm ent, alien 
to the American spirit, which accepts two 
hypotheses: 
1. That the Executive branch of t h e 
governm ent must be permitted to police it­ 
self without interference by Congress; 
2. That the Executive branch of govern­ 
ment not only operates an administration 
but also asserts a leadership over all p e r -1 
sons of its political party who should ac­ 
cept that leadership as part of teamwork. 
This doctrine has never before, been as­ 
serted, not even by Franklin D. Roosevelt, I 
who w as undoubtedly the m ost effective 
I political leader in the Presidency. 
Such a doctrine cannot hold in the United 
States because the country is not organized J 
that way. Senators have an obligation to 
their constituencies which are state-wide; 
Representatives are agents of the prevail- 
ing opinion in their districts.

Continue To Build Up

SYRACUSE. N. Y. UR— A buyer's 
market is building up in a still 
strikingly booming business—keep- | 
ing people cool. 
There are the usual hall-marks: 
Pre-season price-cutting here and 
there, and a tendency for inven­ 
tories of room air conditioners to 
pile up. 
But the cause of this buyer’s 
m arket is unusual: Too many po­ 
tential customers. 
The long-range prospects are so 
good for tho air conditioning in­ 
dustry. its spokesmen here say, as 
to show signs of being uver-tempt- 
ing to manufacturers. 
Mushrooming sales in the last 
two years of the industry’s wonder 
child, the window cooler, and pre­ 
dictions that the 
lick the-weather 
m arket wll grow even more with 
Hie years has lured many more 
m anufacturers into the field this 
spring There are three times as 
many now as two years ago. 
They have the capacity, if they 
all try. to turn out more room air 
conditioners than even this boom­ 
ing market seems likely to absorb 
this summer, industry spokesmen 
admit. 
And in large hunks of the coun­ 
try the weatherman has been no 
help. A cool, wet spring has piled 
up stocks in many dealers’ ware­ 
houses. Some are asking manufac­ 
turers to hold up shipments. 
A few makers of room coolers 
are holding up production until hot 
weather puts a fire cracker under 
demand and blows holes in dealer 
inventories. They expect to make 
up the lost time with more sales 
later in the year. 
Old-timers in the field, like Car­ 
rier Corp here, look for room cool­ 
er sales competition to be fierce 
this sum m er. 
“ You'll see the pressure at the 
dealer level,” Cloud Wampler, Car­ 
rier president, believes. “ Distribu­ 
tion is going to be the big thing 
from now on. Industry-wide, the 
distribution system is pretty spot­ 
ty. Some companies haven’t good 
enough dealer organizations to do 
the right job on sales, repairs and 
services. 
“ These services, in the long run, 
will settle the competitive battle 
among the m anufacturers.” 
He says that for months now 
C arrier has tailored output of win­ 
dow coolers to w'hat it knows its 
dealer organization can sell and
